g.s.r. 842 (E). —In exercise of powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the 
Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Railway Board Secretariat Service Rules, 1969, namely:- 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Board Secretariat Service 
(Amendment) Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 2 of the Railway Board Secretariat Service Rules, 1969 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules), - 

(i) for clause (d), the following clause shall be substituted, namely 

'(d) "authorised cadre strength" in relation to a cadre means, the 
strength of duty posts in that cadre against which regular 
appointments may be made/; 

(ii) for clause (j), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:- 

'G) "permanent officer" means a person who has been confirmed 
in the entry grade/; 

(iii) for clause (k), the following clauses shall be substituted, namely: - 

'(k) "probationer" means a direct recruit appointed to a grade on 
probation against a regular vacancy; 

(ka) "regular officer" In relation to any grade, means a person 
who has been appointed against a regular vacancy either through 
direct recruitment or through promotion from Select List and 
who has completed the period of probation or trial, as the case 
may be, under rule 11 to the satisfaction of the appointing 
authority; 
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(kb) "regular vacancies" in relation to any grade, includes 
vacancies - 

(j) available for an indefinite period; and 
(ii) arising for one year or more out of deputation or 
transfer or leave of incumbents/; 

3. For rule 4 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:* 

"4. The authorized cadre strength of the service .-(1) The 
authorized cadre strength of various grades of the service shall be as 
follows, namely:- 

Selection Grade Deputy Secretary or Joint Director 
Grade I Under Secretary or Deputy Director 

Section Officer :- 
Assistant 

(2) The Central Government in the Ministry of Railways may make 
temporary additions to a grade as found necessary from time to time 
and such temporary additions to a grade shall be subject to review 
every year. 

(3) The authorized cadre strength of various grades however 
shall be such as may be determined from time to time by the 
Central Government in the Ministry of Railways.". 

4. For rule 7 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:- 

"7. Confirmation - Confirmation of direct recruits shall be made to 
the concerned grade of the service and not against any specified duty 
post.". 

5. In rule 8 of the said rules, - 

(i) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely:- 

"(1) Vacancies in the Selection Grade shall be filled by 
promotion of regular officers of Grade I who have rendered not 
less than five years' approved service in that grade and are 
included in the Select List for the Selection Grade prepared in 
accordance with the provisions of sub-rule (5).". 
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(ii) for sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely:- 

"(3) Vacancies in Grade I shall be filled by promotion of regular 
Section Officers who have rendered not less than eight years' 
approved service in that grade and of regular officers of Grade A 
and B (merged) of the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers' 
Service who have rendered not less than eight years' approved 
service in that grade and are included in the Select List for 
Grade I of the service prepared in accordance with the 
provisions of sub-rule (5). 

Explanation - For the purposes of this rule, in the case of 
officers of Grade 'A 7 of the Railway Board Secretariat 
Stenographers Service "approved service" shall include the entire 
period of approved service in Grade I of the Railway Board

6. In rule 9 of the said rules, - 

(i) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely: - 

"(1) Regular vacancies in the Section Officers 7 Grade shall be 
filled on the following basis, namely 

(a) Twenty percent of the regular vacancies in the Section 
Officers' Grade shall be filled by direct recruitment on the basis of 
the results of a competitive examination held by the Commission 
for this purpose from time to time. 

(b) Eighty percent of vacancies shall be filled by appointment 
of persons included in the Select List for the Section Officers'

Provided that where a person is not considered fit for such 
appointment in his turn, the reasons therefor shall be recorded in 
writing: 

Provided further that if sufficient number of candidates are 
not available for filling up the vacancies in any recruitment 
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year by direct recruitment, the vacancies shall be filled by 
appointment of persons included in the Select List for Assistants'

7. Rule 9-A of the said rules shall be omitted. 

8. For rule 10 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely 

"10. Power to make temporary appointment against regular 
vacancy: - A regular vacancy may be filled temporarily in accordance 
with the provisions governing appointment to temporary vacancies in 
the concerned grade, until it is filled in accordance with the provisions 
governing regular appointments." 

9. In rule 14 of the said rules, - 

(i) for sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely: - 

"(3) Save as otherwise provided in sub-rule (4), the seniority 
of persons appointed to any grade after the appointed day shall 
be determined in the following manner namely 

(I) Selection Grade and Grade ! The seniority inter se of 
officers appointed to the grade after the appointed day shall be 
regulated by the order in which their names are included in the 
Select List for the grade : 

Provided that an officer included in the Select List who 
refuses at any time to be appointed to the grade for reasons 
acceptable to the appointing authority shall, on his appointment 
to the grade at any time thereafter, be placed immediately after 
the officer who was last appointed to that grade from the Select 
List. 

(II) Section Officers' Grade and Assistants' Grade 

(i) Regular Officers : (a) direct recruits shall be ranked inter se 
in the order of merit in which they are placed at the competitive 
examination on the result of which they are recruited, the recruits 
of an earlier examination being ranked senior to those of a later 
examination: 
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Provided that the seniority of persons recruited through the 
competitive examination held by the Commission or the Staff 
Selection Commission, as the case may be, - 

(i) in whose case offer of appointment is revived after 
being cancelled; or 

(ii) who are not initially appointed for valid reasons but are 
appointed after the appointment of candidates recruited 
on the basis of results of the subsequent examination or 
examinations, 

shall be such as may be determined by the Central Government in 
the Ministry of Railways in consultation with the Commission; 

(b) persons appointed regularly to the grade from the Select 
Ust for the grade shall be ranked inter se according to the order 
m which they are so appointed; 

(c) the relative seniority of direct recruits to a grade and 
persons regularly appointed to the grade from the Select List for 
the grade shall be regulated in accordance with the provisions 
specified in the Schedule; 

(ii) Temporary Officers : Persons included in the Select List for 
the grade shall rank inter se in the order in which they are 
included in the Select List and shall rank senior to all other 
temporary officers in the grade who shall rank inter se in the 
order in which they are approved for long term appointment to 
the grade: 

Provided that an officer included in the Select List who 
refuses at any time to be appointed to the grade for reasons 
acceptable to the appointing authority shall, on his appointment 
to the grade at any time thereafter, be placed immediately after 
the officer who was last appointed to that grade from the Select 
List.".
